REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record when considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious a method for energy management of vehicle air-conditioning comprising allocating 
priorities to each of at least two air-conditioning compressors of the air-conditioning unit, 
determining whether an engine of the motor vehicle is newly started, in the idling mode, or in a 
full load mode, and therefore an acceleration bit by which the air-conditioning compressors have 
been switched off is set and to actuate the compressors in a priority sequence.
